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F we  were  to  imagine  ourselves  at  Radcliffe  in  the  autumn  of  1895,  should 
find  a different  place  from  the  Radcliffe  we  are  leaving  this  june.  The 
drive-way  formed  our  boundary  on  one  side,  for  Vaughan  House  was  then 
“the  Browne  and  Nichols  School  for  Boys.”  In  the  rear  of  Fay  House,  the 
object  that  first  struck  the  eye  was  a queer  wooden  caterpillar  which  stretched  from 
the  back  door  of  Fay  House,  past  the  sober  gray  gymnasium  and  the  basket-ball  field, 
to  the  small  yellow  Monroe  House. 

The  interior  arrangements,  also,  were  humbler  than  now.  For  instance,  a single 
bulletin-board  received  the  club- notices,  losts  and  founds,  and  aj^peals  of  laundresses. 
The  most  exciting  object  we  could  find  to  show  interested  friends  that  first  year, 
proved  to  be  the  photographs  of  Julia  Marlowe  up  in  the  library. 

Yet  Radcliffe  was  not  unlovely.  There  were  the  same  trees  with  their  long  brown 
pods,  and  the  same  hospitable  steps. 

Thursday,  September  26th,  ’99  climbed  those  steps  and  squeezed  into  the  long 
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line  that  came  to  an  end  in  front  of  Miss  Coes’s  desk.  In  the  line,  there  were 
— or  should  have  been  — sixty-three ’99  girls,  though  then  we  could  not  tell  a ’99 
girl  from  any  other  kind;  in  fact,  when  we  met  to  organize  our  new  class,  we  were 
even  in  some  doubt  whom  we  were  voting  for.  In  this  election  we  experienced 
for  the  first  time  “ ’99’s  Luck,”  for  we  found  we  had  chosen  as  our  officers  Celia 
Gould.  Myra  Nichols,  Jane  Sever,  and  Bertha  Boody. 

\'ery  soon  the  “officers  of  ’99”  announced  an  afternoon  when  they  would  be  at 
home  in  Bay  House.  We  had  no  trouble  in  finding  these  invitations,  for  by  this  time 
we  had  learned  the  Radcliffe  motto,  “Watch  the  bulletin-board!”  We  had  learned 
other  things,  too;  — such  as  the  underground  route  to  the  lunch-room,  that  lectures  do 
not  always  begin  exactly  on  the  hour,  and  that  chocolate  eclaires  are  good. 

We  learned  too  that  Radcliffe  girls  have  a pleasant  habit  of  cordiality.  The  old 
girls  received  us  in  B'ay  House,  and,  by  a simple  device,  helped  us  in  the  matter  of 
learning  one  another’s  names;  the  Athletic  Club  entertained  us  in  the  gymnasium, 
which  we  did  not  find  sombre;  the  Sophomores  danced  with  us;  and  the  Juniors  and 
Seniors  acted  scenes  from  the  “ Shakespere  Water-cure”  and  fed  us  on  frappe. 

Thanks  to  these  festivities,  thanks  to  translating  together  the  new  Latin  or  Ger- 
man lesson,  thanks  chiefly  to  dressing  together  behind  screens  in  the  gymnasium, — 
we  found  out  that  names  do  not  begin  with  “Miss.”  I say  it  was  chiefly  the  gymna- 
sium that  taught  us  this,  for  ’99  displayed  from  the  first  a strong  liking  for  the  gyni 
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and  things  gymnastic.  It  was  in  ’99’s  Freshman  year,  Miss  Wallace  says,  that  the  first 
genuine  enthusiasm  for  gymnastics  began  to  show  itself  in  the  college.  That  fall  the 
first  class-teams  were  formed.  Those  were  the  days  when  the  top  of  the  covered  \yay 
made  a good  grand-stand  from  which  to  watch  our  team  make  all  its  clappable  plays. 
’99  also  enjoyed  with  the  rest  of  the  college,  Caroline  Humphrey’s  victory  over  the 
tennis  champion  of  Wellesley. 

If  college  athletics  served  to  bring  us  together,  English  A did  too.  It  furnished 
us  not  with  a common  interest,  perhaps,  but  a common  necessity.  Together,  we  heard 
rhetorical  wisdom  from 


“The  tawny-headed  B3’ron 
Sitting  stalwart  like  a Lion  ” ; 

and,  in  Conference  Hours,  watched  for  the  tinted  notes  to  come  out  of  Mr.  F'lan- 
drau’s  pocket.  History  was  another  course  where  ’99  met  and  sympathized.  We 
understood  that  it  was  the  hardest  course  in  college. 

o 

Grinding  trouble,  how^ever,  rolls  off  Freshman  shoulders  easily,  and  perhaps  what 
we  best  remember  are  our  good  times  together.  We  had  another  social  in  Decem- 
ber; in  May,  Alice  Brooks  entertained  us  at  her  home.  When  we  returned  the 
Sophomores’  hospitality  to  us,  we  employed  our  dramatic  talent  in  acting  some  credi- 
table charades;  for  Marian  Campbell,  in  the  Emmanuel  Club  play,  and  the  heroine  in 


Miss  Dix’s  play  that  winter,  had  shown  us  that  ’99  had  at  least  two  actresses;  and 
others  were  forthcoming. 

’99  also  had  artists,  as  we  discovered  in  decorating  our  Freshmen  dance-orders. 
One  of  them,  in  her  recent  stud)’  in  black  and  white,  has  excelled  Yards  of  similar  art 
at  Harvard. 

Besides  our  own  particular  Freshman  griefs  and  triumphs,  matters  which  con- 
cerned the  college  generally  were  happening,  — notably  Mr.  Gilman’s  resignation  as 
Regent.  Though  we  were  new  members  of  the  institution,  we  knew  and  appreciated 
his  wise  and  faithful  services. 

One  of  the  last  things  we  did  before  we  passed  our  Finals  and  were  entitled  to 
wear  the  new  college  pin,  was  to  go  to  the  Idler  election  and  write  on  our  ballots, 
“ Bertha  Boody,  Treasurer.” 

The  next  fall  there  were  fifty-three  of  us  to  come  back  and  elect  as  our  class 
officers:  Celia  Gould  for  President;  Myra  Nichols  for  Vice-President;  Bertha  Boody 
for  Treasurer  ; and  Cornelia  James  for  Secretary. 

Our  Sophomore  year  will  be  remembered  as  a year  of  athletic  conquests.  We 
shall  not  forget  that  cold  November  day  when  we  sat  under  shawls  and  applauded  the 
famous  game  between  ’99  and  a picked  team  from  ’97  and  ’98.  After  this  basket-ball 
victory  and  the  capture  of  the  flag  in  the  Athletic  Meet,  it  is  not  surprising  that  at 
Open  Idlers,  a sweater  and  a basket-ball  became  popular  decorations  in  the  ’99  room. 
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The  next  year,  our  athletic  spirit  slumbered.  1901  won  the  flag  in  the  meet, 
and,  as  the  gymnasium  in  its  flight  destroyed  everything  it  passed  over,  we  had  no 
chance  to  show  our  strength  and  strategy  in  basket-ball.  There  was  one  notable 
exception,  however,  — Dora  Drew  won  the  tennis  championship  of  the  college.  With 
this  exception,  our  efforts  in  Junior  year  were  conflned  to  sitting  at  windows  and 
watching  the  new  gymnasium  grow.  So  not  as  Juniors  but  as  Sophomores,  we  were 
the  college  athletes. 

In  our  Sophomore  year,  we  had  no  common  bond  in  our  English,  as  in  the 
year  before,  for  some  of  us  chose  B and  some  22.  In  point  of  voluminousness 
of  effort,  those  who  took  English  22  were  the  winners,  for  at  the  end  of  the 
term  our  themes  were  rolled  up  to  Eay  House  in  a wheel-barrow.  We  now  began  to 
receive  other  honors  as  well  as  those  won  in  the  basket-ball  held ; these  were  taken 
by  Elorence  Gragg,  Clara  Cornell  and  Elizabeth  Hunter  in  the  classics,  and  by 
Margaret  Purcell  in  history. 

Though  evidently  some  of  us  were  working,  our  class  celebrations  were  as 
popular  as  ever.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  entertained  the  Ereshmen  with 
a dance ; and  at  the  end,  we  gave  the  Seniors  a cob-web  party,  ice-cream  and  music 
under  the  trees  of  Monroe  House.  It  might  be  said  here  that  ’99  has  never  shirked 
its  duties  of  hospitality.  Each  year  we  have  given  the  new-comers  a reception 
that  pleased  both  them  and  us.  The  college  has  generally  interpreted  “the  new- 
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comers”  to  mean  Freshmen.  ’99,  however,  — being-  logical,  — saw  that  it  meant 
Freshmen  and  First-year  Specials.  It  took  ns  one  year  to  reform  ourselves  on  the 
subject,  one  year  to  reform  the  Dean’s  calendar,  and  last  fall,  for  the  hrst  time, 
we  received  all  new-comers. 

Nor  have  we  forgotten  to  entertain  ourselves.  We  began  with  two  class  socials 
in  our  Freshman  year;  the  next  year,  we  tried  a theatre-party  at  the  Castle  .Square 
and  a trip  to  Gloucester,  but  it  was  as  Juniors  that  we  found  the  true  method  of 
enjoyment. 

I am  speaking,  now,  however,  of  our  .Sophomore  year.  It  seems  to  have  been  a 
year  of  reform.  Morning  prayers  were  started;  — it  is  of  course  a ’99  girl  who  has 
gotten  up  early  enough  to  write  the  numbers  on  the  blackboard  each  morning.  The 
other  reform  — a scheme  for  self-government  and  suppression  of  the  noise  in  Fay 
House  — ’99  did  not  take  kindly  to.  We  seem  to  have  rather  liked  the  noise,  or, 
at  least,  to  have  disliked  the  proposed  policemen  ; and  we  were  glad  when,  at  the 
mass-meeting,  the  opposers  proved  to  be  in  the  majority. 

I have  not  yet  spoken  of  our  musical  achievements.  Our  Sophomore  year  wit- 
nessed one  in  the  composition  of  “Myra  Mine”  by  Helen  Tetlow.  Helen  was  one  of 
the  ten  girls  we  missed  when  we  came  back  the  next  fall.  Three  furnished  opportun- 
ities during  the  year  for  epigrammatic  reporters  to  print  “ k'rom  College  to  Altar.” 
At  the  December  wedding,  ’99  had  the  pleasure  of  forming  a part  of  the  bridal 
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procession.  After  all  this  matrimony,  the  two  engagements  which  we  were  destined 
to  hear  of  in  the  coming  June  could  not  surprise  us. 

In  other  respects  we  went  on  as  usual.  We  again  docked  to  our  favorite 
theatre:  and  best  of  all,  we  devised  the  class-luncheon.  We  had  two;  one  shortly 
after  Thanksgiving,  the  other  in  April.  As  to  the  Thanksgiving  luncheon,  I will 
quote  our  Secretary,  who,  as  you  know,  is  very  quotable;  “The  presence  of  Blanche 
Pray  in  her  last  appearance  under  that  name  was  naturally  a source  of  mourning,  but 
Helen  Tetlow’s  topical  song  relieved  the  strain.”  As  to  the  April  luncheon,  you  will 
remember  that  we  had  chilly  weather  and  chilly  ice-cream,  but  much  fun. 

When  we  look  back  on  Junior  year,  it  is  perhaps  our  laurels  on  the  college  stage 
that  we  chiedy  recall.  In  this  year,  Marian  Campbell  wrote  her  drst  play  for  the 
Pmimanuel  Club  ; Edith  Gay  impersonated  the  drst  of  her  pleasing  German  villain- 
esses;  Cornelia  — but  the  list  is  a growing  one.  You  cannot  take  up  any  old 
program  of  college  theatricals  but  you  will  duel  many  ’99  names.  It  was  a ’99  girl 
who  recently  charmed  not  only  the  members  of  the  Classical  Department  but  the 
un-Greek  public. 

As  I speak  of  college  theatricals,  I know  we  are  all  thinking  of  one  name, 
for  no  one  in  the  class  or  out  of  it  has  made  the  Radclidfe  stage  so  well  and  so 
admiringly  known  as  Josephine  Sherwood.  In  “The  Orientals,”  her  classmates 
watched  the  Belle  of  Bamboozledum  with  a nice  feeling  of  ownership.  We  were 
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proud  enough  then,  but  Doris  has  made  us  prouder  still.  I hope  I am  not  wrong 
in  claiming  the  operettas  for  ’99,  for  I think  Josephine  is  willing  to  share  her  tri- 
umphs with  her  class. 

The  operetta  has  won  me  from  my  subject,  which  is  that  of  our  doings  in 
the  year  ’97-98.  June  brought  us  two  Juniorish  experiences  — ushering  at  Class 
Day  and  entertaining  the  Seniors  at  luncheon.  On  this  latter  occasion,  our  toast- 
mistress  did  not  disappoint  us.  We  said  our  good-byes  for  the  summer  in  Lynn,  at 
Harriet  Bubier’s. 

During  this  year  we  had  been  living  under  somewhat  different  conditions. 
We  had  come  back  in  ’97  to  find  that  the  lunch-counter,  removed  from  its  old 
quarters,  was  set  up  in  Vaughn  House;  and  that  lectures  were  scheduled  to  take 
place  in  the  Browne  & Nichols  and  the  Gilman  schoolhouses.  In  fact,  our  pos- 
sessions had  more  than  doubled. 

When  we  came  back  in  ’98,  we  found  still  other  changes.  The  old  gymnasium 
had  travelled,  the  new  one  had  arrived  at  the  stage  where  it  owned  a door  on 
which  you  must  read  before  you  entered,  “No  admission.  Apply  at  the  office.” 
When,  at  length,  the  building  was  completed  and  dedicated  to  “joyous  exercise,” 
’99  at  once  recovered  its  old  love  for  gymnastics.  In  the  Athletic  Meets,  although 
we  had  to  contend  against  the  larger  numbers  and  larger  leisure  of  the  other  classes, 
we  bore  off  the  flag  for  the  year,  and  in  the  final  game  for  championship  between 


the  Juniors  and  the  Seniors,  our  old  luck  helped  us  out  with  a tie  score;  so  we 
are  still  the  champions  of  the  college. 

Besides  the  advent  of  the  gymnasium  there  has  been  another  change  for  us 
in  our  Senior  year,  the  absence  of  our  dear  President.  I think  ’99  was  well  pleased 
that  evening  in  October  with  the  bride,  with  the  ’99  maid-ofdionor  and  the  brides- 
maids, and  with  itself  generally,  sitting  in  many  rows  and  smiling  bravely. 

And  still  the  good  work  goes  on.  Miss  Wallace,  who  has  always  had  many 
friends  in  ’99,  is  no  longer  Miss  Wallace.  Another  engagement  was  announced 
in  December  and  they  say  more  are  coming. 

A change  in  officers,  necessitated  by  our  President’s  marriage  (we  had  kept 
the  same  officers  since  our  So[)homore  year),  brought  in  Myra  Nichols  for  President, 
Fdinor  Carter  for  Vice-President,  and  — as  before — Pjertha  Boody  for  Treasurer,  and 
Cornelia  James  for  Secretary. 

d'his  year  we  did  not  have  even  English  C to  keep  us  together.  Pedagog- 
ical inquiries,  however,  have  seemed  to  form  an  interest  for  many;  and  “locking 
together”  “in  a cellar,  dim,  remote,”  has  kept  us  companionable  as  ever.  We  have 
also  had  the  common  experience  of  spending  mornings  in  Notman’s  studio,  look- 
ing pleasant  and  natural.  And  then  we  have  had  our  common  costume,  the  cap  and 
gown.  Our  affection  and  respect  for  it.  however,  may  have  perhaps  waned  a 
little  since  those  first  days  when  we  marched  about  thus  Seniorified. 
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At  Thanksgiving  time,  we  assembled  in  large  numbers  to  eat  the  plump  turkeys 
Mrs.  Hogan  had  cooked  for  us.  A representation  of  English  to,  we  found,  made 
a satisfactory  after-dinner  number. 

All  our  feats  have  not  been  connected  with  amusing  ourselves.  I do  not  for- 
get that  ’99’s  record  in  scholarship  has  been  more  than  an  average  one.  Sophomore 
year  gave  us  four  honor  girls;  Junior  year  another;  and  last  fune,  Elizabeth  Hunter 
won  her  degree  in  only  three  years,  and  with  the  accompaniment  of  many  A’s. 
Recently  we  have  been  glad  that  Athens  and  Elorence  are  to  have  the  pleasure 
of  knowing  each  other. 

In  literary  work,  too,  we  have  not  been  idle.  We  shall  not  forget  that  the 
Radcliffe  Magazine  started  when  we  were  in  college  and  with  a ’99  girl  as  Editor- 
in-chief,  another  as  Assistant  Editor  and  a third  as  Business  Manager.  I am  espec- 
ially grateful  to  our  Class  Editor,  for  she  has  ferreted  out  some  desirable  statistics, 
which  you  will  find  preserved  for  you  in  another  part  of  the  Class  Day  Book.  In 
brief,  they  come  to  this  — that  we  entered  college  with  sixty-three  members,  and  are 
lea\’ing  it  with  fifty-nine. 

Eeaving  college!  Yes.  “ A-lack-a-day-dee,  ah  me!”  Eor  four  years  we  have 
watched  the  seasons  come  and  go  at  Radcliffe.  We  have  experienced  the  days  when 
the  smell  of  rubber  and  wet  umbrellas  pervades  the  lockers ; when  arm-chairs 
group  round  the  fire-place  in  the  library;  when  beef-tea  at  half-past  eleven  makes
